Christening The Kearsarge 

The loss of the Kearsarge recalls an 
interesting speech mado at the Lake 
Mohonk Indian conference last fall fey 
Prof. J. H, Gllmore, of the Universi- 
ty of Rochester, because it gave an 
answer to the question, which has 
been often asked, whence thej.famoua 
vessel derived its name. 

Prof. Gllmore, when invited to ad- 
dress the conference, said that he had 
i hat day taken his second lesson in 
Indian dialects, and then alluded to 
ids first. During the war theiSecre- 
tary of the Navy wrote to the Gover- 
nors of various States asking them to 
suggest names of Indian origin for 
naval vessels. The Governor of JNew 
Hampshire, who was Prof. Gllmore's 
father, devolved; the task upon the 
latter,and the first name that occurred 
to him was Koarsarge, which was 
ac opted. 

Kearsarc is the name of a moun- 
tain in New Hampshine, and its 
Indian origin was taken for granted. 
BotM time afterward, however, Prof. 
Ollmore was looking over an old map 
>f New Hampshire, when he came 
upon the name "llezekiah Sargent's 
Mountain." The evlution of the 
present name is thus indicated by the 
Professor : "llezekiah Sargent's Moun- 
tain, Kiah Sarge Mountain, Kear- 
sarge !" 

The name of the Kearsarge, there- 
fore, was not Indian, but a combina- 
tion of Hebrew and Indo-European 
llezekiah is Hebrew, meaning "the 
strength of Jehovah." Sargent 
comes directly from the French, but 
i races ba".k to the Latin servicus, 
meaning serving or servaut. 

This little story is not only a pleas- 
ing bit of history, but illustrates the 
danger of taking etymologies on trust. 
There are, perhaps, other so-called 
'Indian names" that have no better 
claim to the distinction than Kear- 
sarge Mountain. — Courier-Journal.
